Since the publication of lists of dona- 
tions to the Fox River^ Valley Deep 
Wateiwar association was made public 
on January 13» and February 5, the 
sum of $2280.00 has been turned into 
the treasurer of the association. This 
sum represents contributions from close 
to 175 public spirited residents of the 
district > 

The Association has also received the 
following advances on the understand- 
ing that the amounts are to be repaid 
when the receipts from memberships 
enable the Association to do so. Robt. 
F. Tarrant, John C. Cooper, A. H. 
Severlnghaus, Charles E. Reed each 
gave $100. 

The directors of the Association have 
held numerous meetings and have done 
a great deal of work, in addition in an 
informal way through the eftorts of 
the various committees. Director A. 
W. Cast, General Manager of the Chi- 
cago Miniature Lamp company, 652 W. 
Lake street, Chicago, is the general 
chairman of all of the Membership 
committees, and all suggestions and 
cooperative ideas lo increase the mem- 
bership and obtain additional funds for 
the Association^ from members should 
be referred to him. 

The directors have settled up the out- 
standing account in favor of the lock- 
keeper and several other indebtednesses 
from previous years. 

The Association has taken up with 
the proper authorities a complaint that 
the roadway bridge at Nippersink has 
not been constructed with a clearanco 
above the surface of the water, which 
required by the psrmlt granted for the 
construction of same, also for the re- 
moval of old piling and other construc- 
tion material which' was left in the 
channel and which is a danger to all 
' boats. 

The Association ii alio taking up 
with official representstivea the ques- 
tion of extensions of gas, electric light 
and telephone service to various parts 
of the Fox River, district which are not 
DOW served. 

The Association has placed its Treas- 
urer and its Secretary under surety 
bonds of the Fidelity and Deposit com- 
pany of Maryland, in the sum of ^,000 
each. 

The Engineering. committee has been 
active and made progress toward get- 
ting a sufncient number, of powerful 
weed cutters for work this summer. 
They are olso reporting upon the matr 
ter of dredges and anticipate placing 
the order for an improved type of chan- 
nel marking bouys of a type which will 
carry a light at night. ' y 

The contract for the necessaryxsub- 
stantial improvements at ^he dam has 
been let to Tovlor Bros. Dock & Dredge 
company and the contractor is now ar- 
ranging for his bond to guarantee the 
contract and work will probably be 
started before the publication of this. 

Flans ure taking shape for some very 
large publicity features for the Fox 
Riijer ond Lfkes district. These are 
matters which wilr do a great deolof 
good directly and''indirectlv for every 
property owner, resident and merchant. 
, Detailed announcement of these plans 
will be made m due course. 

The directors ore still faced with the 
problem of ornming the owners und 
residents of the district to a proper op- 
preciation of bow necessary their con- 
tributions nre m order that this associa- 
tion may do the good work which has 
been planned. The opportunities for 
the improvement of this district, from 
every standpoint and, particularly, in 
making It more attractive for tourists 
and summer residents, kre unlimited..

Russell Opposes State 

Maintainance of Roads 

According to atatements of Lake 
county Superintendent of Highv^aya 
Chas. E. Russell, State construction and 
maintainance of all highwavs. local, 
county, state and federal, as proposed 
in House Bill No. 440 now before the 
state legislature would in his opinion be 
very detrimental to the interests of 
Lake and Cuok counties. 

He contends that approxlniately 40 
per cent ut the state taxes and licenses 
are paid by the residents of counties in 
the Chicago district, thev would receive 
but very small benefit for road building 
and maintenance work, while the coun- 
ties in the remainder of the state would 
be benefitted not only by their own 
taxes and revenues, but also by that of 
these northern counties, be contends. 

The northern councies have a tnuch 
greater percentage of road travel and 
therefore the cost of upkeep is many 
times that of more southernly counties, 
he declares. 

SupC. Rusaell favors county super- 
vision of roads because state officials 
are less familiar with local needs and he 
is makingan effort to warn the law 
makers from this district to investigate 
the previsons of this bill. 







Daniel A. Williams Passed 

Away Tuesday Morning 

After a Short Illness 



MERCHANT HERE 50 VEARS 



, 'Tuesdavmorningof this week marked 
the passing away of one of Antioch'a 
moat widely known business men, Mr. 
Daniel A. Williams, after an illness of 
only a short duration. 

On the 30th day of ■ March he was 
taken very seriously ill with pneumonia 
and was at once. placed under the care 
of a trained nurse. For a few days his 
life was despaired of, then he^began to 
slowly improve, and although he suf- 
fered from one setback he continued to 
gain and on Sunday morning of this 
week he was considered so completely 
out of danger that his son, Dr. Roy D. 
Williams, left for his home at Dexter, 
Kansas, with the feeling that his father 
would soon be up and around, and the 
nurse who was in ottnndance was ex- 
pecting to leave about the middle of the 
week. 

However, on Monday he appeared 
more restless and obout five o'clock in 
theafternoon he turned decidedly worse, 
a complication of heart trouble having 
developed and he lived but obout twelve 
hours longer, breathing his last in a 
peaceful sleep at five-thirty o'clock 
Tuesday morning. 

Daniel A. Williams was born on a 
farm in Bristol, July 10, 1849. In the 
year of 1854 when he was about five 
years of age the family moved to this 
village where he has resided eyery 
since.. It was here that he grew to 
manhood and here that he. started out 
for himself in Ufa by teaching the dis- 
trict school, after teaching for a couple 
terms he decided to enter business and 
in the year of 1871 when he was twenty- 
one years of age he purchased the In- 
terest of Mr. Stevens of the mercantile 
business of Simons & Stevens then 
located in the old building now occupi- 
ed as a drug store by F. R. King, and

Aid For Schools 

Checks for each county's share bf the 
state distributive school fund which 
after deduction of county scliool super- 
mtendents' salaries and the ,aapesB- 
ment for the state teachers' pension 
this year totals 55,453,23290 will be 
mailed out this week, according to an- 
nouncement, of State Auditor Andrew 
Russel. 

The amount sent Lake county was 
517,884. This was considerubly' more 
than the amount sent most counties but 
was less than that received by several 
large counties. 

This fund is divided among the 102 
counties according to their school-age 
population, including all persons under 
21 years old. Chicago gets the. lion's 
share of $2,444,815.36, and among the 
downstate counties St. Clatr gets the 
most— $117i55i.85. 

Salaries for all county superintend- 
ents of schools are drawn from the 
state distributive fund, which before 
any deduction totaled $6,000,000. Sal- 
aries are sent the superiatendenta 
quarterly. Deductions, are alio . with 
held from the counties for the teachers' 
pension fund. ' 

But nine.countiea receive leas than 
$10,000 and^ratnam county is given the 
aroalleit amount $6,349.

Under his management his businesa 
tnereased and kept abreast of the tiroes 
and when he disposed of his mercantile 
interests to his brother, E. B. Williams 
the first of January of the present year, 
he closed a record of fifty successful 
years of business in thia village, and in 
alt that time he was actively engaged 
in the work until the year of 1915, 
when the business was turned over to 
managers ond he ' with his brother 
Edgar B. Williams, who had been his 
business partner for forty-two years, 
retired from active duties. 

Mr. Williams also served^the public 
as postmiater for sixteen years, having 
received his first appointment under the 
administration of President McKlnley. 

On the first day of January 1874, he 
was united in marriage to Miss 
H. Rector who is left to moUrn his de- 
mUe. He is also survived by four 
children, Dr. Roy D. William?, of Dex- 
ter, Kansas; Mrs. Elsie Shroeder, of 
Chicago; Mrs. Laura Dupre and Miss 
Ruth Wiljiams of Antioch. He was 
next to the youngest of a family of 
eleven children and of that family only 
one. Mr. Edgar B. Williams, survives 

him. 

Few men in this county were better, 
known thin Mr. Williams. For manv r 
years he took an active part in politics, | 
and for many years 'he served as notary i 
public. He W03 a member of the An* : 
tioch M. E. church a^ri in his younger.j 
days was an onlhuaiaatic worker, hav- 
ing been a jm^niber of the choir and i 
serving as Sunday school superintenv 
dent and as a member of the otlicm 
board. Always of a charitable, sym- 
pathetic disposilton he never overlooked 
a chance to do good and to aid the needy 
in a'quiet, unobtrusive way. a'nd the 
memory of his good deeds will live long 
after him. 

The funeral services were held at the 
home this (Thursday) afternoon with 
Rev. S. E. Pollock in charge, and the 
remains will be laid at rest in the Hill- 
side cemetery, t

It seems that a complete 
set of women delegates had been ap- 
pointed by Chairman Huff to represent 
Boone. Mrs. Granger made a very 
nice response in behalf of Boone and 
was given a most cordial reception by 
the other delegates. She was roundly 
applauded when in referring to Judge 
Welsh, she said that *'it would be her 
great delight as well as that of other 
women to assist in sending him higher 
judiciary of Illinois."

The sixty or more milk producers 
sending their product to Yore Brother.*** 
plant at Libertyville, have resumed de- 
livery of milk after a several weeks' 
striKe. The point' in controversy, 
whether or not Yore Brothers should 
haul the milk from outlying districts at 
a charge of 15 cents per hundred 
pounds, has been adjusted and the com' 
pany has agreed to resume the practice 
at the price indicated. 

The Waukegan Elks lodge at a meet- 
ing held Wednesday night of last week, 
voted to subscribe $154. to the west 
Bide ball park in that city. Thus mak- 
ing up the deficit that existed and 
thereby making it possible to close the 
deal and turn the property over to-the, 
school board for an athletic field for the 
Waukegan schools. Thia is just one 
more example of the good work that 
is always being done by the Elks. 

The Key. John Hayes Barnett, pas- 
tor of the First Congregational chiirch 
of Waukegan for more than a year ten- 
dered his resignation last week doing 
so for. the purpose of acceptihg'the 
pastorate of the Congregational church 
at Grayslake. Rev. Barnett has preach- 
ed at Grayslake several times recently 
and he says that he believes that there 
is a greater opportunity for service 
there than in his present location. He 
will take up his work at Grayslake 
shortly after the fifteenth. 

The three hundred or more Wauke- 
gan men who joined tne "suit club" 
conducted by the S. D. Kennedy com- 
pany of Chicago are going to get their 
money back. These members contrib- 
uted various sums of money each week 
with the expectation of some time or 
other commg into posession of a fine 
suit of clothes. After a time develop- 
meiUs showed them that they had been 
"slung". They then lodged comploint 
with State's Attorney Smith and he 
threatened the company with prosecu- 
tion on tbe charge of operating a con 
fidence game. The heads ol the com- 
pany have made iarrangements to sec- 
tie all claims. This is in fine with the 
same action taken at Elgin except that 
in that city it was necessary for the 
prosecutor lo arrest the heads of the 
company before they would agree to 
settle. 



The .completing of several stretches 
of paved roads in this county during th^ 
past year, coupled with the work sche- 
duled to begin this spring on varlona: 
highwoya leading from Chicago and the 
North Shore towns into the lake region 
of northern Illinois and southern Wis- 
consin, i^laces Lake county among the 
first in Illlnoisln general highway im- 
provement. 

The Belyidere road is now paved and 
open to trafiic from Milwaukee ave., to 
Grayslake, also 4 5 of the seven-mile 
stretch between Grayslake and Volo. 

Lake county hopes that conditions 
will soon be sufficiently improved, ac- 
cording to Chaa. E. Russell, county 
highway superintendent, so^as to permit 
the extension of the pavement on Grand 
ave., into Lake Villa, and thence to 
Antioch; also, the construction of a 
pavement from Area through Liberty- 
ville to Lake Bluff and a short section 
leading north from Barrington. 

It is also planned to grade the road 
between Volo an'd Fox Lake (which is 
a continuation of the Rand road, and 
which is roost scenic route in tbe coun- 
ty); this grading will mean the cutting 
down'of the bad hills and grades and 
will make this route a more popular 
one going to Fox Lake, and from thence ' 
over the cut-ofl! section of road and 
bridge, which have recently been finish- 
ed, providing a new and shorter route 
to Lake Geneva. 

Jones Will Case is 

on Trial This Week 

Trial in the case of Mrs. Melissa 
Smith and others against the legatees 
in the will of the late Harrison Jones 
W03 commenced in the circuit court on 
Wednesday of this week. 

This trial grew out of a codicile which 
Mr. Jones then a widower, had attach- 
ed to his will in the year of 1919. In 
this codicile he left the bulk of his 
$50,000 estate to the Methodist DeacoQ- 
ness home and orphanage atLoke Bluff,' 
in the form of a trust fund to be known 
as the Harrison Jones fund. Small 
legacies were left to various relatives 
and some of the relatives received no 
mention whatever. 

The plaintiff, a sister of the deceased, 
and other relatives who received little 
or nothing by the terms of the will put 
forth the claim that persons interested 
in the orphanage used an undue in- 
fluence over the old, man and Induced 
him to make hIa will as he did. .The 
will was probated and admitted to rec*,^ 
ord Feb. 3, 192t). Relatives are putting 
up a strong tight to secure the estate 
and many of the Antioch people aro 
being called in. 



Large Amount of Motor 

License From Lake Co *

According to a statement given out 
from Springfield this week, more than 
fifty per cent of tbe motor license fund 
comes from three northern counties in 
tbe state. Cook county which includes 
the city of Chicago leads with forty 
per cent. Lake and Dupage make up 
the remainder of the amouut. 

The fund last year was $5,915,646.17, 
with Cook county contributing approxi-, 
mately $2,000,000. This year it is esti- 
mated by the state^ treasurer's ofiice 
that the state northern counties will 
into the fund almost $3,500,000. The 
total fund is expected to reach $7,000,. 
000 for tbe state.

National Service Plan for Railroads 



A PLAN designed to elTect a saving 
of ndlllons of dollars annually In 
the operation of the rnllronds of the 
country by co-onllnntloa of their fa-

ernment opemtlon of the roads, to 
be followed by government ownership, 
Mr. Wnrfleld said the proposed plan 
not only would insure enormous saw 
Irlg In operation, but would increase 
fnclUtles nnd sendee nnd lower rail- 
road fares nnd .rates. 
Tlirough. the creation of n national 
'. railway sor\dce. as proposed In tJie 
plan, to he a purchnslng agency for 
cars and other ecpdpment to be leased 
to the ronds without prollt, the pub- 
lic, Mr. .Warfield said, would derive 
"a more . Immetllate nnd substnnllBl 
benent" ' than could be obtained 
through the phyalcnl consolidation of

Selected for Presidential Inaufl- 

uratlon for That Reason. 

The presidential Inaugural cere- 
monies arc held quadrennially on 
March -1, because tlie llrst Wednesday 
of March. 17S9, was lixed by the old 
Continental congress as the day for 
commencing proceedings under the 
ConstUullon of the United States, that 
being the fourth of the month. This 
Constitution was adopted by the con- 
vontlon over which George Washing- 
ton presided on Septend)er 17, 1780, 
nn.l was to become efCectlve on the ac- 
oulGscence of nine of the" thirteen orig- 
inal HtatcH. By July, 1788. ten of the 
states had ratlfled the Constitution, 
and September 13. 1788. the congress 
of the federation selected the llrst 
Wednesdny In .Tununry for appolnthig 
electors, the llrst Wednesday In Febru- 
ary for casting their votes nnd the 
first Wednesday In Jlarch for coiii- 
inenc'lng proceoiUnga. 

Only four times In the entire 14o 
years since' the United States became 
n sppnrnto nation has March 4, as In- 
auguration day,-. fnllon, upon a Sunday. 
There Is a story to the efTect tlmt this 
dnle was originally clmsen as tho com- 
nieneumcnt of the President's .term 
hecauso congress llgurod It up ami 
found, that the -Itb of March was the 
one diiy in the year which, quadren- 
nlnlly. would fall less froiinently on 
Sunday.

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Although brooding with hens Is the 
easiest and simplest method of brood- 
ing, artlflclol brooders are necessary 
where winter or very early springy 
chicks are raised, where only non- 
tetting breeds of poultry are kept, or 
where large numbers of clilckens are 
to be raised artificially. To operate 
a brooder or hover so as to insure 
comfort and safety for the chicks re- 
auires unremitting care on the part of 
the poultry man. 

Temperature In Brooder. 
The best temperature at which to 
keep a brooder or hover depends upon 
aiany th'njrs— the position of the ther- 
moniotcr. tho style of the hover, the 
ago of the chickens, and the weather 
conditions. Aim to keep tJie chickens 
comfortable. As the operator learns 
bv the actions of the chickens the 
amount of heat they rcauirc. he can 
dlsoiird the thermometer If he desires. 
When too cold the chickens will 
crowd together and try to pet neiirer 
the heat. If It Is found In the morn- 
in? that the droppings nre well scat- 
tered under the hover It U an IndlcR- 
tion that the chickens had enough 
heat. If the chickens are comfortable 
Bt night they will be spread out under 
the hover with the heads of some pro- 
truding from under the hover cloth. 
Too much heat will cause them to pant 
and gasp and alt around with their 
mouths open. 

It Is Impossible to etate for each 
case at what temperature the brooders 
Bhonld be kept to raise young chick- 
ens; however, it will run from 90 to 
100 degrees In some cnses, as some 
broods of chickens seem to require 
more heat than others. The average 
Is 1»3 to 05 degrees for the first week 
or ten days, when the temperature Is 
pradually reduced to 85 degrees for the 
following ten days, and then lowered 
to 70. or 75 degrees for as long fls the 
chickens need heat This depends 
Boraewhflt on the season of the feQf 
and the nHmber Ot cWckens. as It can 
be readily seen that the heflj gen- 
erated by. 50 chickens would raise" the 
temperature under the hover to a high- 
er degree than the heat given off by 
the lesser number, consequently the 
amount of heat furnished by the lamp 
or Ptove will have to be regulated ac- 
cordingly. ' • ■*^^'' 

As the chickens grow larger and 
need less heat, the lamps may be used j 
tlnly nt night, and later only on cold 
' nights, say poultry spoclaUst^s In the 
United State's departfnont of agrlcul- ^ 
ture. Cnre should be taken to prevent j 
chilllPg or ovPTheating the chickens. 
OS it weakens them and may result in 
bowel trouble. jn . .,«,.-«•.(.«. 

(C Need- a Cool Place, Too. 

■ Chickens need a cool place for 
fecratchlng and exercising, In addition 
to heat. Indoor brooders and hovers 
can be used fiuccesstully In most sec- 
tions of thp country in unhented brood- 
fer houses except during the coldest 
weathen Outdoor brooders usually 
have a cool compartment for exercls- 
'ng where the chickens are fed In 
cold, stormy weather. If winter chick- 
ens are being raised, it is advisable to 
heat the brooder house to a tempera- 
ture of GO to 70 degrees, regardless of 
the temperature of the hover, which 
often requires placing brooder pipes 
around the outside walla of the brood- 
er house. 

The need of this heat depends en- 
tirely upon the brooding system and 
the weather conditions; but it la abso- 
lutely necessary that the heat be kept 
nt the desired temperature under the 
hover. Brooders and hovers Bhouid 
have from one-half to two Inches of 
sand, dry dirt, cut clover, or chaJt 
spread over the floor and In the brood* 
er-honse pen. The hovers should be 
cleaned frequently, as cleanliness Is 
essential In raising chickens snccess- 

When chickens are first put Into the 
brooder they should be confined under 
or around the hover by placing a hoard 
or wire frame a few Inches outside. 
This does not apply, however, to the 
Rmull outdoor colony brooder. The 
fence or gimrd should be moved grndu- 
nllv farther away from the hover and 
dI«cnrdGd entirely when the dilckena 
nre three or four days old or when 
Ihpy have learned to return to the 
Fource of heat. 

Care for Young Chkks. 

Young chickens should be closely 
watched to see that they do not huddle 
togeUier or get chilled. They sho',\\'^. 



whenever the weather Is favorable, as 
they do much better there than when 
kept continuously on cement or^oard 
fioors. Weak chickens slwuld usually 
be killed as soon us noticed, as they 
rarely make good stock, while they 
may become carriers of disease. Brood- 
ers* should be disinfected nt least once 
a year, and more frequently If the 
chickens brooded in them have had 
any disease. 



DAIRY PRODUCTS OF 
IVIUC H IMPO RTANCE 

Milch Cows Are Kept on Practi- 
cally All Farms. 



AM Butter and Cheese Used en Farms 
in Dairy Regions Is Bought — Farm- 
ers In Southern States Uce 
Much Buttermilk. 



Dairy products constitute the most 
Important group of foods, measured 
In money value, consumed by the aver- 
age farm family, says the United 
States department of agriculture. 
Milch cows are kept practically on 
nil farms. The average form family 
uses annually about 2,000 quarts of 
milk In the form of milk, butter, cheese, 
or cream. 

In; dairy regions where mlllc la 
shipped or sold to creameries or cheese 
factories, practically all thq butter 
and cheese used la bought Instead of 
made on the farm. Very few formers 
buy whole milk. About four-fifths of 
the dairy products consumed by farm- 
ers nre produced on the home farm. 

In the South the dairy products are 
need veo' freely. The common prac- 
tice Is to chum the whole milk for 
butter, producing a large quantity of 
buttermilk. The average annual con- 
sumption of butter per family is abo^t 
2a5 pounijs In the South while for fam- 
nicK In the J^orth and West it Is less 
than 150 pouiids. It Is not unusual 
fo"r the average-size^ 'SHIJ^ '° '^* 
South to consume 2,000 quarts of but- 
termilk a year. Buttermilk Is a cool*

Was Noted for Charitable Work — 
Driven Into Exile With Consort 
In 1918— Wanted to Re- 
turn to Germany. 

Doom, nollnnti, April 12.— Former 
Empress Aut,'ustii Vlt;torlii of GLTiniiny 
dlod here on Slomiay. Ity a stningo 
^coincidence, the oml ciime just onoyeur 
ftfter she siifCorotl her lirst serious at- 
tack of heart disease. 

It was Willie she was preparing to 
enter the houso of Doom, the present 
home, of the former eniiH>ror of Gcr- 
niuiiy, after her lont; residence lit Ani- 
eron!;en, that she was stricken with 
what lit the time was believed to be a 
fatal attack. That was ou April 11. 

Atliicks nf her fntal malaity recurred 
nt freiiucnt Intervals, each sapping her 
Yltalliy and nullifying the measures 
taken by specialists t« restore ber 
health. When her son, Former Trince 
Jnticbim. commlttoil suicide In Herlln 
last July, she was In such serious con- 
dition tliat the news of his death was 
kept from her for a long time, and It 
Is said she never learned her son killed 
himself. 

London, April 12.— Funeral ser\i('es 
for Former ICmpress Augusta Victoria 
of Germany will be held at the house 
of Doom Tuesday and will lu' attend- 
ed hy only members of ber family, says 
an Amsterdam dispatch to the Central 
News. The remains will be taken to 
Potsdam on AVednesdny and another 
funeral service will he held there. 

IJnrn October '2'2. 18.'S, at Dolzlg. 
Augusta Victoria was tlie oldest daugh- 
ter of Grand Duke Freilerlck of Sddps- 
wlg-lIolstein-Soiidorlnirg-Au;:usIenburg 
and ranked as a princess of Schlcswlu- 
Tlolstein. Her early chlldiiood was 
siu-nt nt Kiel. Klie was married to the 
then Prince AVilllani of Prussia on 
I'ebruary 117. ISSl, They had six sons 
and one dnugnter. 

Collapse (if the central powers and 
the vicissitudes of war that drove for- 
mer Emperor William of Gerniiiny and 
his consort Into exile In lUdbind In 
Kovenibor, UHS, alderl in lowering tlie 
curtain on tlie life of the once beauti- 
ful empress and (lueen of Trussla, who 
for nearly 40 years bad been the most 
lieloved housfrau of the German peo- 
ple, 

Tn the Netberliinds, where she and 
lier husband resided, first at Ameron- 
gen, and then at Doom, tlie former 
kniMirln's* long continued Illness was 
made more grave by her yeandng to 
return to Berlin and rotsdam. For 
more than 1- years she was a senil- 
Invnlld. 

The ox-tMTipress' gravest cloud, next 
to the abdication of Willinm II, was 
the tragic death of Prince .loachini. 
Another depressing event which liaunt- 
ed lier was the Uussian ruvoUitlon imd 
the fate that befel Knipuror Xlcliohis 
jitid Ills family, with all of whom Iie- 
fore the war she had been on Uie kind- 
liest terms. 

Augusta Victoria was notable chlelly 
for her keen Interest in charitable 
work and in tlie betterment of the liv- 
ing conditions of the German poor. It 
has been said of her that slie was not 
an especially gifted woman, and that 
she cared more for Uie simple duilcs 
of home life iJum for royal functions. 
It is not known that she exercised 
any considerable inlluence politically 
or that .she desired to lUt so. Her 
tillents seemed Instead to he directed 
to the task of becoming a helpful wife 
nnd a devoted mother to her .sons ad 
daughters, That she achieved this 
aim the former emperor attested fre- 
quent ly. Once he desoril)ed her as 
"the Ideal of tlie virtues of a German 
princess. She It Is," he declared, "to 
^vllonl I owe that I am aide to bear the 
weighty responsUillities of my position 
In a joyful spirit." 

Concerning the attitude of the for- 
mer empress toward the war Itttie Is 
known. One Indication of h(;r point 
of view was given In her reply In July, 
1018, to a letter wrltlod by the wife 
of the Dutch minister of war. In re- 
sponding, tlie tiien empress driclnred 
that Germany repeatedly bad manlfest- 
od Its readiness for pt^iice, which, ybe 
iU'chired, harl not been entertained by 
the opiioslng power.«. 

Tluit she subficrllied to the conten- 
tion of military leaders that Germany 
was lighting a defensive war was 
.*:bown hy a statement slie issued at 
the beginning, of the great conilict In 
which she said that Germany wasami- 
Ing itself for a fight "which It, did not 
cause or begin and which It Is carry- 
ing on only to defend Itself." ;In (bis 
appeal she asked German wotnen' to 
nid In curing for the German ■wt)Ujided.

Attorney General Warns Depart- 
ment of Justice Will Act. 



Daugherty Says Government Does Not 

Intend to Harass Business, but 

Will Enforce the Law, 



Washington, April 0.— A general 
warning to business that the Depart- 
ment of Justice will counlemincu no 
violations of the law was sounded hy 
Attorney General Daugherty. 

The country, Mr. Daugherty said. 
"should taUe notice of a new day and 
a new way," and that those who had 
been guilty of illegal practices should 
not "close their eyes." 

Ills statement, he added, was a 
"nunlesi but empbntlc warning" to 
those for wluan it was Intended, and 
could be rei;arded as an opportunity 
for any of those who should mend 
their ways to do so. 

Uei>orts from some sections of the 
country are that the building material 
situation Is "Intolerable," Mr. Daugli- 
erty said, and ilie Department of .lu.s- 
tice desires to contribute In any way 
it can to improve It. 

The attiM-ney general said the De- 
partment of .lustlce did not intend to 
liarass business In any way, but that 
it did Intend to enforce the law. 

He pointed out that while :lie prollt- 
oerlng secllons of the I.evor act bad 
been declared unconstitutional, the de- 
partment still could prtK'ee'd under 
the Shermiin antitrust law. 

Mr. DaUiiherty was discussing spe-^ 
cliilly tlK- situation In the building" ma- 
terials Industry, which he declared re- 
ports to the department showed to be 
"intolerable." 

He said the Department of Justice 
wouhlMisk for more aid from the out- 
side tlmn It bad received heretofore, 
and that lawyers representing Unas' 
should regard themselves as agents 
nf the Dopartmont of Justice In up- 
holding ilie law. 

The attorney general announced that 
it was proposed tn Investigate condi- 
tions wlierever an Inquiry warniated. 
Chicago. April fl.— As soon as word 
of the action of the attorney general 
was received here several Chicago 
rontractnrs and architects declared 
ihnt the biggest task In such an In- 
vostlgatinn would be to clean out the 
bulldln;; Industry of Chicago. 



Pai^lcular Protest Is Made Against 

Extraordinary Rights for Japan^ 

Says Failure to Join League 

Has No Effect 



Washington, April 8.— Failure of 
the United atates to ratify the treaty 
of Versailles wUI not be allowed to 
detract from this country's right to 
participate in peace settlements, Sec- 
retary Hughes declared In notes ad- 
dressed to Great Urltaiu. France, Italy 
and Japan. 

The note to Japan dilTered from the 
other tliree In that It referred more 
specillcally to the Japanese mandate 
over the Island of Yap. AH four of 
theiu reiterated the contention that 
the United Stales had sacrillccd no 
rights In the peace f-ettlements by rea- 
son of Its unwillingness to join tho 
League of Nations. 

"The fact (liat tho United States 
has not ratllled the treaty of Ver- 
sailles," the notes said, "cannot de- 
tract from rights which the United 
Stales bad already acquired, and It Is 
hardly necessary to suggest that n 
treaty to which the United States la 
not a party could not affect those 
rights." 

It should ho noted that the treaty of 
Versailles did not purport to secure to 
Japan, U was pointed out, or to any 
other nation, any riybt In tho over- 
seas possessions of Germany except 
ilmt an equal right should bo secured 
to the United States. 

Article no of the treaty provides, 
Mr. Uuglies said, that Germany re- 
nnnnces la favor of the principal al- 
lUuI and 'associated powers all her 
rights and titles In her overseas pos- 
sessions. Tlie secretary then empha- 
sized that the Unlteil States Is one of 
the prlnelpai allied and associated 
powers, and that the position of the 
government of Japan could derive m) 
strength from the treaty of Versailles 
or from any discussion preliadnur^ to 
It.

lu this readjustment we hiive all 
■taken some pretty hard wallops, and 
«t times have felt lougli luck was 
conning to us In bigger chunks than 
to our nelghhor. We have perhaps 
been u lUtJe bit resentful and sore, 
Inclined, perhaps, to retaliation. 

Because we are Americans, living In 
tills "sweet land of liberty." this Idea 
cannot, and has not persisted. Ev- 
eryUoUy knows better. 

All in Same Boat 
Everybody has been hit and hit 
hard. But what of IL We are all In 
ithe same boat. The merchant has 
aufTered no more than the manufac- 
turer, nor the fanner more than the 
merchant. All lines of business were 
affected in this readjustment, and we 
all expected It. 

No one believed for a moment that 
thlrtgs could go on Indellnltely as they 
Imvc been going for the last few years 
—Increased food costs, mounting 
Avages. soaring raw material and mer- 
chandlse prices and buck again to 
higher food costs. 

It wns a vicious circle, hound to 
break, sooner or later, break of Its 
own weight liccnuse the Idea support- 
Ing It was wrong economically and 
hecauso It was converting a generally 
sensible and healthy people Into a lot 
of nervous wrecks. We couldn't stand 
the puce and justOiad to stop. It was 
some spree and good fun whllo It 

lusted. , 

Every period of dissipation must he 
followed by a period of headaches 
and cxpenso accounts. And no one 
escaped this time. They' couldn't. 



Everybody was In the game and 
couldn't get 6ut until their share of 
the music and the llreworka had been 
paid. 

But nobody squealed. Like good 
sports, which Is just a synonym for 
g((0tl Americans, they paid and went 
back to work. 

How the Farmer Is Thinking. 
The farmer's story Is about like 
this: "I lost money In lOliO due to 
high cost of seed, farm machinery, 
fertilizers, labor and everything else. 
When I was ready to sell my crops I 
found that the prices of the things I 
raised had gone down overnight. But 
I knew U wns coming. Food Is the 
thing people buy the' most of and the 
prlcG of food had to come down be- 
fore WDges could be adjusted. And 
1 suppo.se the price slide might as well 
start with -me as any place. Whllo 
I lost money In 1020 I find when I av- 
erage things up^thnt the last five 
years. Including 1020, -have umde more 
money for me than any other five 
years I can remember, and I hope tlie 
next five are Just as good. Whether 
they are or not Is up to me. I be- 
lieve hustllug Is the answer, so watch 
my dust." 

Merchant's Idea of ThingB. 
The merchant Is not outdone In this 
spirit of optimism and his reply to In- 
quiry la this: "Ye.s. I went Into red 
ligiircs on my readjustment of prices 
Januurj' , first. But what of it? So 
did everybody^ else. The farmer, of 
course, get It Orat and I am sorry. 
He has had a hard row, but If ho 
will uvdrago thi? last flvc years the 
same as I, he will decide* that fortune 
lias been pretty kind to hira. We are 
not saying much about our josses be- 
cause tile other fellow, has his own 
troubles which are enough without 
listening to our tulo of woe. The 
thing to do Is to forget the experiences 
of the last few years and 'get to work 
In harmony with the new order of 
things.
